| Educator to 
address convocation 


Former President Johnson’s special assistant for health, education and 
welfare, Mr. Douglass Cater, will speak during the summer convocation 
at 11:00 a.m. Tuesday, July 20 in the Little Theatre. 

In his present post with the Academy for Educational Development, a 
non-profit consulting organization with headquarters in New York, 
Washington, Denver and London, he heads the special study of politics 
of education, which is to be supported by the Carnegie Corporation and 
the Ford Foundation, and which will consider the political structure 
underlying education in America on the federal, state, community and 
campus level, as well as political problems related to continued growth 
and vitality in education. 

Mr. Cater will also be senior advisor to the Academy for Educational 
Development. The Academy has conducted planning studies in 
education and international affairs for state and national government 
agencies, foundations and individual colleges and school systems. 

Mr. Cater has been Ferris Visiting Professor of Public Affairs at 
Princeton University and Visiting Professor of Public Affairs and 
Associate Director of the Center for Advanced Studies at Wesleyan 
University. He is the author of ‘The Fourth Branch of Government,” 
“Power in Washington” and “Ethics in a Business Society” (with 
Marquis Childs). 

Douglass Cater was Washington editor of THE REPORTER starting in 
1950, and took a number of leaves of absence to serve in government - 
as Special Assistant to the Secretary of the Army, as Consultant to the 
Director of Mutual Security, and as Consultant to the Secretary of 
State. He was appointed Special Assistant to President Johnson on May 
8. 1964 and became Secretary to the Cabinet in 1967 

As a journalist, reporter and editor he has received many important 
awards including the George Polk Memorial Award “for bringing clarity 
to the complexities of big government” and the New York Newspaper 
Guild Page One Award. He was also the recipient of a Guggenheim 
Fellowship to study the interaction of press and government in 
Washington, and in 1957-58 spent nearly a year traveling around the 
world on an Eisenhower Fellowship 

Cater is living in Washington, D. C. with his wife, the former Libby 
Anderson of Birmingham, Mich., and has four children - S. Douglass II, 
Rebecca Sage, Libby Morrow and Benjamin Winston 

Cater was born in Montgomery, Alabama on August 24, 1923, and 
educated at the Phillips Exeter Academy, Harvard College and Harvard 
School of Public Administration. He holds Honorary Degre s from the 
following institutions: Doctors of Laws, University of Alaba. ia, Doctor 
of Humane Letters, Brandeis University; Doctor of Humanities 
University of the Americas (Mexico) and Doctor ot Letters, Marymount

Forty-two states’ attend; 
S.D.S. disruption quelled

On July 2 through 4, the National Peace Action 
Coalition sponsored a national antiwar conference at 
Hunter College in New York City. Registration and a 
preconvention rally took place Friday night. 

It was hot and confusing in the registration lobby. 
Voices ranging from a rumble to a roar were shouting 
for papers-petitions-causes. Registration was fast and 
hectic. Twenty cent hot dogs, ten cent drinks and 
free pretzeis were available for hungry new arrivals. 

The convention brought together war opponents 
from around the couatry to map out plans for 
antiwar activity this fall. All who registered for the 
conference had a voice and vote. 

The last NPAC Conference, held Dec. 4-6, 1970, 
planned the historic April 24 demonstrations which 
took place in Washington, D.C. and San Francisco 

This rally, however, bore only a slight resemblance 
to the relatively calm spring march in San Francisco 
Inside individuals were shouting and screaming 
chants. People were being pushed off the stage. J 
doubt if Park Avenue has ever seen anything like this 
before 

There were various contingents scattered throughout 
the audience. The coordinators of the convention 
hoped to cement the links between students, labor, 
Gls & veterans, gays, Black & Brown people, women 
professionals, and others. Throughout the audience 
there were discussions among dissenting groups. Some 
calm-some emotional. Every side believing they were 
right. As the SDS contingent became increasingly 
animated, tempers began to rise and the atmosphere 
grew electric 

The rally, scheduled to begir at 7:30 p.m., finaily 
got under way an hour late. The crowd was by this 
time a little restless, and the coordinator, Jerry 
Gordon. found it hard to begin as he was assailed 
from all sides—primarily from SDS wishing to make a 
proposal 

Earlier in the evening a member of the YSA from 
Tennessee had told me that SDS planned to make 
trouble at the rally. They had handed out leaflets 
against Sen. Vance Hartke and Victor Reuther of the 
UAW. In summary they stated: “If we ally with 
liberal politicians and union bureaucrats, we won't 
win. The only way anything was ever won was 
through people fighting for it SDS is here to fight the 
war and racist unemployment with everyone who 
wants to. We don’t want racist divisions, we want 
unity. We propose that Vance Hartke and Victor 
Reuther not be allowed to speak at all.” 

| was prepared for some disruption, but not for 
what occurred later that night. 

Jerry Gordon tried once again to start the 
convention, “Brothers and Sisters...” SDS broke in 
again, “Let SDS make its proposal. Proposal from the 
floor.” Gordon was determined the convention be 
postponed no longer and SDS was just as determined 
to have its proposal against Hartke and Reuther 
passed 

When SDS paused for a breath, Gordon rushed into 
his opening statements, and then introduced the first 
keynote speaker, Bob Mueller, a Vietnam Veteran. 

Mueller. an ex-Marine, was in Vietnam eight months 
before he was hit. He stated that his being invited to 
speak was a reflection on the stupidity of the 
American people. “They are not moved by logic or 
intelligent thought, but by emotion They need a 
cripple in a wheel chair to open up their eyes to the 
horrors of Vietnam.” He said that the military policy 
in Vietnam is based on genocide, as long as they can 
maintain a kill ratio of 15 to 1, they will continue the 
war. Vietnam is a symptom of a much larger problem, 
and he urged everyone to take their blinders off 
“Vietnam.” he said, “is the catalyst to revolution of 
society in this country,” 

In order that he be allowed to speak without 
disruption, Mueller promised one-half of his time to a 
representative from SDS. Their speaker attacked the 
leadership as sell-outs. They did not need liberal 
politicians or movie stars he said, the working class 
people would win by themselves “We don’t need 
Hartke. We don't need Reuther, We don’t need 
anyone.” He promised that Hartke and Reuther 
would not be allowed to speak

Now spoke next: “We came to answer the charge that 
the antiwar movement was dead...We are the majority 
now, and we have no intention of being silent .. This

Then came the main event. Vance Hartke, U.S 
Senator from Indiann was scheduled to speak. 
Before Gordon could even say the senator's name, 
SDS was shouting and ju:nping out of their seats 
Hartke was not yet out of his chair when the chants 
began. “No ruling class speakers.” ‘Vance Hartke, 
Agnew’s twin-ally with workers fight to win.” “Off 
Hartke, Off Reuther, Etc.” Although I was sitting in 
the fourth row center, (the Hornet Press Card is good 
for some things) I couldn’t hear Hartke’s speech He 
finished it. But SDS was not finished. Victor Reuther, 
International Affairs Department, UAW was still to 
speak 

Charles Stephenson of the Third World Task Force, 
NPAC, Washington, D.C. had a few words for the 
disturbers, “If you don’t dig it, go home.” And to our 
illustrious President, ‘““Look out Nixon because Black, 
Brown and Yellow Power are gonna get your 
momma.” 

I thought by this time that SDS would have begun 
to get a little run down. When Reuther began, they 
seemed a little quieter. But as their determination 
increased, their voices became louder (with a little 
help from a bullhorn or two) “Reuther is a union 
hack~ally with workers~not with NPAC.” “How 
many auto workers died while Reuther took the 
bosse’s side?”’--and on and on and on. During this 
time, NPAC asked the people who were disrupting 
the rally to leave. They did not and those who 
persisted were removed 

Tempers on both sides had been rising steadily tor 
two hours. There were slightly more than 100 SDS 
members and a little over 1,400 people who wanted 
them to shut up. Unfortunately for them, they didn't 
listen. Several fights broke out in the audience and 
the Coalition Marshalls began to evict the disrupters 
Frantic wrestling, pounding fists, people being 
dragged away~and then--it’s all over

Jerry Gordon later stated that, “The decision to 
evict the disruptors was not based on their ideas: our 


actions were no departure from our long held 
position of non-exclusion. They were not removed 
for their ideology but for their actions to keep the 
rally from taking place.” 

The steering committee meeting after the rally, 
voted without dissent to refuse admission to the 
convention to all those who disrupted the rally 

After trying to regain entry through the chained and 
guarded Park Avenue doors on Friday night, SDS 
remained to chant in the street outside. Ine next day, 
they were stationed at various entrances outside, still 
bitter and angry but quieter. 

By Saturday, more than 2,100 delegates from 42 
states had registered. Mass housing in local high 
school auditoriums, rented for the weekend, 
accommodated people attending the convention 
According to Gordon, virtually every antiwar group 
in the U.S. was represented. 

Saturday began with a plenary session at 10 a.m 
Convention rules and agenda were presented 
Motivation remarks for each major proposal were 
made, and several speakers were present from various 
groups. During the afternoon, there were workshops 
which covered every aspect of the war, U.S. foreign 
and domestic policy and roles of different groups in 
the antiwar movement. There were later meetings for 
fall action, constitvency actions, regional caucuses 
and informal caucuses. Everything seemed to be 
quieter, smoother and perhaps a little duller without 
SDS around. If nothing else, they are a lively bunch 

Sunday also opened with a plenary session at 10 
a.m. At this session there was a discussion and vote 
on major resolutions, reports of the credentials 
committee, organizations and structure resolution, 
workship reports and other resolutions presented by 
individuals and groups 

This was the broadest antiwar gathering ever held as 
reflected in the size of the rally and the breadth of its 
speakers. It was planned, organized and executed 
beautifully. 1 just hope that what was accomplished 
here will help to “BRING THE TROOPS HOME 
NOW.”

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Budget devastation

Reviled by rhetoric and beaten into financial 
oblivion by an insensitive Governor, higher education 
in California, particularly the state college sysiem, 
took another right to the chin for the second 
consecutive year. In a year which Trustees termed 
crucial to the financial stability of the state colleges 
the state budget adopted a modest increase tar short 


of the necessary hold-the-line, subsistence level! 
demanded to maintain quality instruction The 
outlook for this year, in comparison to last, according 
to one fiscal tf r within tl ystem, is WOFS« 
considering that iy was bemoaned as horrible 
BONE OF CONTENTION 
The major point of ymcern for ali the colleges 
linked to the $11.1 milion trimmed from the faculty 
retention portion of the budget. The cut’ in faculty 
positions art specially ritical for immediat 
purposes, since they bear directly upon the question 
of whether th ileges can carry the increased 


workload of 20,000 additional students this year with 
fewer positions than last year for instruction and for 
instructionally-related assistance. Coupled to. the 
cutback in faculty positions is the fact that for the 
second year in a row professors throughout the state 
college have been denied a cost-of-living increase 
discontent has become more wide spread than ever 
Not only are the colleges beset by financial woes, but 
the state budget has struck the individual as well. To 
many professors the situation is defined with terrible 
clarity. They are being asked to increase their 
workload for the second year consecutively without a 
raise and with the disquieting fact that the quality of 
their instruction is diminishing with the increasing 
class size 
Since the professors are umonized, but have yet to 
acquire the mght to collective bargaining, there is 
little recourse at the moment. Campus president of 
the United Professors of California, SSC Chapter, 
Local No. 1593, Louise Kanter, when questioned 
about the reaction of the union to the state budget 
and whether any counter action has been initiated 
indicated that the effectiveness of the organization 
has been diluted due to the intervening vacation 
months and that action will be forthcoming only at 
the beginning of the new academic year when the 
union’s forces are at full strength. On a stronger note 
she expressed confidence that the Governor's budget 
cuts of the cost-of-living raise wiil increase the 
militancy of the faculty, though the direction their 
militancy will take is a3 unpredictable as any union 
phenomenon. Asked if she thought a strike by the 
teachers was eminent, Kanter replied that 
determining yes or no at this point would only be a 
guess and a futile one at that 
BUDGET PROCESS 

Not only is the faculty affected, but various 
state-wide programs as well. Among these were the 
Master's of Social Work Program, the Capital Outlay 
for the colleges and the Educational Opportunity 
Program. The budget process, a complicated and 
involved system of timing and paperwork, ended up 
with the state colleges getting $315.7 million, 
$200,000 less than the Governor's original January 
proposal. According to procedure the state colleges 
draw up a proposal in the fall of each year. These 
college budgets are coordinated by the Chancellor 
and submitted to the Governor, just as with every 
branch of the state. Then in January the Governor 
submits his budget proposal to the legislature 
whereupon they work their magic and the budget 
goes back to the Governor for revision and signing 
This year the state colleges requested a budget ol 






$369.3 million. This was a bare bones . 
subsistence-only budget. Instead, after due process 
according to the regulations of the state, the state 
colleges received a sum which was $53.6 million short 
of what was necessary to maintain appropriate levels 
of instruction 
LOCAL CONSEQUENCES 

Despite the warnings in the Crisis Task Force's 
report to the Academic Senate last semester, even 
they failed to realize the scope of the Governor’s 
wide-ranging blue pencil. Sacramento State was hit in 


five major areas. Capital Outlay funds for a new 
library were deleted with authroization for the 
project still having one year left; the department of 


Social Work’s graduate program lost $95,475 which 
accounted to 9.1 positions of the staff, the F.O.P 
program took a cut of $3,288 in state support as well 
is a tremendous drop in financial grant funds from 
$8& 770 in 1970-71 to $15,000 this year leaving their 
total. program at $96,526: faculty positions lost 
ymounted to 51.9 with a combined salary cut of 
$603,182 in addition to the deletion of two special 
leave positions and tinally the school faces a deficit of 
somewhere between $755,000 and $920,000 due to 
the need to make up $511,000 in salary savings, 
$244,000 in student fees as well as numerous other 
tems. And all this bad news comes at 4 time when 
the college is expected to enroll an additional 760 full 
time equilavent students, a situation which normally 
calls for an increase of 50 faculty positions, not a 
decrease of 50 


LIBRARY CRISIS 


Three years ago the California Legislature passed an 
authorization for the construction of a new library 
facility on campus with the original estimate of 
expense running in the five million dollar range. That 
figure has since grown to eight million plus, but the 
fact remains that for the previous two years, when 
the estimate was lower, Governor Reagan refused to 
permit the building’s construction. Chief reason 
behind his stubborn insistence against the project was 
the matter of a small General Reserve fund fro 
which the monies were to be taken. Because the 
General Fund ts continually in arrears from year to 
year there just is no money available to release for the 
project. In the meantime the campus su‘fers the 
results of the governor's fiscal mismanagement with 
the dwindling of available seating in a_ library 
originally intended for an F.T.E. enrollment of 2,500 

One yeor remains on the authonzation, but 
according to head librarian Gordon Martin, the 
outlook on a new library is dim. Any decision on the 
nroject rests in the hands of Mr. Vernon Orr, director 
of finance, with the necessary go-ahead from the 
Governor. An additional irony of this year’s budget 
with regards to the library is the outside possibility of 
an increase in book purchasing funds. Two years ago 
two million dollars was deleted by the Governor with 
the provision that if a certain amount of money was 
accumulated through salary savings the book fund 
would be reinstated. Martin indicated that he has 
received word from the Chancellor's office that the 
cutoff point in salary savings has been exceeded and 
that according to formula funding, Sacramento State 
stands a chance of receiving a 20 per cent increase in 
its purchasing fund. In addition the college was 
recently the recipient of a $506,080 federal grant to 
buy books which supplement the graduate programs 
of the college 


When questioned whether these additional books 
would necessitate a reduction in seating capacity 
similar to last year, Martin stressed that at least for 
this year, no reduction was foreseen, Storage of the 
hooks. he continued, will be handled by space made 
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State colleges see salaries, quality education slip another notch 


available to him in the basement of the music 
building just as there are currently 12,000 volumes 
stored in the science building. Access to the books is 
through a request and shuttle service. 
SOCIAL WORK PROGRAM 

Four colleges in the state were to be recipients of 
$290,000 on a share-equal basis to augment and 
expand existing graduate programs in social work 
The Governor blue penciled this item. Sacramento 
State was one of those colleges. 

One of the professors in the social work department, 
Emanuel! Gale, was asked how the cuts, amounting to 
$95.475 for SSC, would affect the program. His 
response was similar to many often heard around 
campus these days; that the department would have 
to handle the same load with fewer professors and 
nake the best of it. Altogether 9.1 positions within 
the social work department will be affected. Whether 
the undergraduate program is Sufficient to 
accommodate all the professors in the department 
remains to be seen. The question will surely be 
resolved by the start of the fall term 

Contrary to recommendations of advisory 
committees, the Governor trimmed two programs in 
the state colleges, teacher education and social work 
The advisory committees recommended that any cuts 
in programs be made across the board so as not to 
isoiate any individual programs which might be 
unduly affected by budgetary reductions. The 
Governor ignored these warnings. When consideration 
and thought is given to the Governor's continued 
battle with welfare in California and this is seen in 
relation to social work and the welfare advisers and 
workers that are an integral part of this educational 
program, some insight into the Governor’s budget 
deductions surfaces. It even has the appearance of a 
premeditated assault on the social work programs in 
California. 

CAUGHT IN A BIND 

The Educational Opportuinty Program, in the 
middle of an internal reordering and beset upon from 
the outside, suffered a near fatal blow with the 
reductions in its state support. The Governor’s cuts 
included $3,288 in operational expenses and $73,770 
below last year’s level for financial grants to students. 
The total amount made available to Sacramento 
State’s E.O.P. for financial assistance to hardship 
students was $15,000. By itself this amount 1s 
crippling to the expanding program, but when the 
fact that matching federal funds is based on state 
support comes to light, the budget trims take on an 
aurora of true disaster. The more state support; the 
more federal support 

Dr. Clements, E.O.P.’s new director, was unavailable 
for comment on the real affect Reagan’s diminutive 
allocation would have on the program leaving much 
to speculation. It is almost a certainty that unless 
additional funding miraculously appears, the number 
of E.O-P. students admitted to SSC through financial 
hardship provisions will be drastically reduced. This 
leaves one other door open for hardship students, the 
academic hardship provision, but without enough 
money many still would not be able to exercise this 
option. Either way, it looks like a slender year for 
E.0.P. 

WHAT’S IN STORE 

At this point, prior to the Trustees action on the 
budget, prior to any possible augmentation by the 
legislature and prior to any miracles, conjecture is the 
best term in which to address the subject of the 
budget. More than one educator has been prompted 
to remark, “This is another year to tighten the belt 
on unnecessary expenditures with the hopes that next 
year will be better That's what everyone said last 
year, too

Paper war? 


Summer Internship 


“| think, regardless of the type 
of organization one is with, he is 
going to find a certain amount ot 
paperwork,” said Charles Harris, 
when asked if the California 
Summer intern program for 
college students is merely “a 
paper war.” Harris added, “There 
are always going to be somethings 
which some people think are 
unnecessary, but we are going to 
have to live with it--the 
Bureaucrat Process.” 


Gus Engbretson said, “I think 
there is too much paperwork. I’m 
involved in just a lot of paper 
shuffling-getting it in and getting 
it out! So much of the paperwork 
seems to be a waste of time and a 
waste of energy. People don’t 
seem to use what you send them 
In our office we have hundreds 
and hundreds of reports. of the 
various meetings which are just 
setting there.” 

Charles and Gus, student and 
graduate respectively of 
Sacramento State, are members of 
the intern program which is 
headed by Lt. Governor Ed 
Reinecke. Harris is a 
major and Gus received his MA in 
Biological sciences, Engbertson 
will enter the University of 
Oklahoma this fall in pursuit of a 
PhD in zoology

Student interns are appointed to 
the program from throughout 
California, and, work in the Lt 
Governor's office to assist in 
higher education, narcotics and 
public affairs, students also work 
with the Council o: 
Intergovernmental Relations, in 
the Department of Commerce, on 
the Environmental Quality Study 
Council, more interns are found in 
the office of Intergovernmental 
Management in community 
relations, in the state 
clearinghouse and Model Cities 
program, on the California 
Advisory Commission for Marine 
and Coastal Resources and in 
Intergovernmental Board of 
Electronic Data Processing. 

Isn't anybody reading the 
reports which the student interns 
are turning out? Gus answered, 
“Evidently not...Within our 
commission, we make 


Charles Harris 
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recommendations--that’s all. 
Nobody has to read 
them--nothing! They simply have 
to make them available to the 
public, to the legislature and to 
the governor.” 

Gus doubts if people in water 
resources know what his 
California Advisory Commission 
on Marine and Coastal Resources 
is doing, as the commission, he 
averred, does not know. How can 
they, he wants to know, if they 
don’t read the reports? 

Does Reinecke know the reports 
are not being read? Gus admitted 
he does not know: “I can’t speak 
for the Lt. Governor.” 

Harris, a member of Model 
Cities, explained that paperwork 
is necessary and proper in keeping 
tabs on the ends of state, whether 
the individual employee is 
ordering a file box, 10x10 for 
instance, or an automobile. “If we 
had these kinds of controls in 
other areas,” he declared, “maybe 
we wouldn't be having so many 
problems.” Harris sighted the 
alleged usurpation of job 
opportunities, intended for the 
disadvantaged, by members of the 
Board of Equalization, as an 

xample 

“| think there 
forms, in that, you have a check 
system,’’ said Harris, ‘where 
people can check and know 
what's going on. One of the bases 
of our human society 1s our 
ability to write things down, and, 
when you put it in the black and 
white, that’s where it’s at!” 

Harris went on to say that a 
presumption that no one was 
reading the materials had been 
made, and this left everybody in 
“left field,” stranded. The people 

n the committees and 
commissions will, he believes, 
have to read the reports and they 
will be held accountable for 
knowing what the reports entail 

Harris and Engbretson agree the 
program is good experience for 
people interested in knowing how 
things are run in state 
government, behind the scenes, 
e.g., Gus said that it is great to see 
how “a good bill is turned into a 
rotten bill and how a rotten bill is 
turned into a good bill.’’ Charles

thinks the program is especially 
significant for black folk, as it 
enchaces their understanding of 
government, and the students are 
given an opportunity to see Willie 
Brown and Bill Green, behind 
closed committee room doors, 
holding their own during the 
political “in-fighting.”’ 

Not only is the state benefitting 
by having the student interns as 
cheap labor, the two men think 
that the program is reciprocal 
Gus and the two other people 
working with him have written 
reports which otherwise would 
have cost the state more money, 
and the group is able to 
incorporate some of their own 
ideas into the program. 

Harris said of the intern 
program: “Definitely, it’s going to 
help the state.” He qualified this 
declaration by saying the program 
is making more people aware of 


the good things in government, at 
well as the bad things. “There 
are,’’ he said, ‘‘a lot of 
overworked and underpaid people 
here.” 

Gus added, * 
of overpaid 
people here.’

What does ...

What does volunteering mean to you? It probably 
means that you would give your services to some 
organization for free, and that you would be told 
what to do, how to do it, and when to do it. That 
sounds pretty much like 4 job doesn’t it? What makes 
it worse yet, 1s that you get very little in return for 
your talent. For some people, volunteering might be a 
degrading experience. Many students of Sacramento 
State have found volunteering at the Adult Activities 
Center to be a very rewarding experience 

Volunteering is 4 job, it has to be, a volunteer is told 
what is expected of him. At the Adult Activities 
Center he is not a pawn, nor is he a slave. He is an 
intricate and very important part of the total program 
for the retarded adult who attends the Center 5 days 
a week 

The Adult activities Center ts a place where the 
retarded individual, as well as the volunteer, learns to 
grow toward a meaningful existance in a world full of 
contradictions. One of the things that the retarded 
adult learns ts that creativity is not necessarily a 
talent possessed by the nonretarded. He learns that he 
does have something to offer, something he didn’t 
know he had before. This is a two way street, because 
the volunteer learns that he too has something to 
offer. The volunteer learns that he can help someone 
else master a skill or craft, and engage in a very 
meaningful relationship at the same time 

Now I ask you, what more could a volunteer want? 
Freedom? 

Freedom is something everyone wants, you want it, 
retarded people want it, and the world wants it. The 
retarded know what it means when they are told that 
they can't go outside because it is raining and they 
will get wet. They know what it means when 
someone says that using a sewing machine is too 


dangerous, or that the propane torch is too hot for 
them to use. It means that they are not allowed to 
find out for themselves, it means that they are 
prevented from learning. 

Learning is our most important freedom. Volunteers 
have the freedom at the Activities Center to criticize, 
and they often criticize the staff, because the staff 
respects the volunteers opinions. And when a 
volunteer has been there long enough he learns how 
to use constructive criticism with the retarded 
themselves, because that 1s how people grow, through 
criticism 

The Adult Activities Center is an arts and cratts 
program for the retarded adult. We don’t use finger 
paints or crayons, we don’t make pot holders and we 
don’t babysit. The participants are adults and they 
want to be treated that way. We paint with oil, 
acrylics, tempra and water color. We sculpt with 
clays, wire, plastics and junk. We have two potters 
wheels, two kilns, four sewing machines, beadcraft, 
saws, hammers and torches. The only people who 
hurt themselves are the volunteers 

The Sacramento Association for the Retarded 
supports the Adult Activities Center through the 
three Value Village Thrift Stores that it owns and 
operates. The Association also supports other 
programs for the retarded; a development program 
for the severly retarded, recreation programs, and the 
Summer Day Camp 

The Activities Center is located at 3184 N Street, 
just off Folsom Boulevard. It is an old brick building 
that once was a meat market, but it is much more 
than that now. Many professors are aware of the 
Center and are offering college credit for volunteering 
there. If you would like to volunteer, or maybe just
